PROCEEDINGS  UNDER  THE  PACKERS  AND  STOCKYARDS  ACT 

Docket  N'o.  1144- — In  re  Charles  Abramson,  Inc.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  The 
Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  July  11,  1938,  issued  an  inquiry  alleging  that  respond- 
ent had  engaged  in  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice 
and  device  in  violation  of  the  provisions  of  title  V  of  the  Packers  and  Stockyards 
Act.  The  149th  Street  Live  Poultry  Market,  Inc.,  filed  an  informal  complaint, 
dated  April  27,  1938,  alleging  that  its  buyer  purchased  15  coops  of  fowl  from 
respondent,  that  respondent  delivered  only  7  of  the  15  coops  purchased,  and  that 
it  had  suffered  a  loss  of  $85  as  a  result  of  respondent's  failure  to  deliver  in  accord- 
ance with  the  agreement.  A  copy  of  the  complaint  was  served  on  respondent. 
In  its  answer  it  admitted  that  it  sold  15  coops  of  fowl  to  complainant  and  that  it 
delivered  only  7  of  the  coops,  but  alleged  that  was  due  to  the  fact  that  the  carman 
for  the  car  from  which  the  fowl  were  purchased  had  reported  that  the  car  contained 
a  greater  number  of  pounds  than  it  actually  contained,  and  that  respondent 
o8"ered  to  deliver  fowl  of  equal  quality  from  another  car  in  performance  of  its 
obligations.  A  hearing  was  held  on  August  16.  Both  parties  waived  further 
notice  and  consented  to  the  disposition  of  the  complaint  on  the  record  made.  A 
copy  of  the  examiner's  report  was  served  on  each  of  the  parties,  but  no  exceptions 
were  filed.  From  the  evidence  adduced  at  the  hearing  it  was  found  that  respond- 
ent had  not  engaged  in  an  unfair,  unjustly  discriminatory,  and  deceptive  practice 
and  device,  that  the  proceedings  should  be  dismissed,  and  that  the  complaint  for 
reparation  of  the  149th  Street  Live  Poultry  Market,  Inc.,  against  respondent 
should  also  be  dismissed.  Therefore,  on  January  5,  1939,  the  Secretary  issued 
an  order  dismissing  all  proceedings  in  this  case. 

Docket  No.  1167. — In  re  Nathan  North,  Newark,  N.  J.  v.  Horenstein  &  Spatz, 
Inc.,  New  York,  N.  Y.  On  June  21,  1938,  Nathan  North  filed  an  informal  com- 
plaint against  Horenstein  &  Spatz,  Inc.,  seeking  reparation  under  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  in  the  sum  of  $14.22,  the  balance  due  on  live  poultry  sold  to  de- 
fendant. A  hearing  was  held  on  November  10.  The  examiner's  report  confirming 
the  allegations  in  the  informal  complaint  was  served  on  each  party  but  no  excep- 
tions were  filed.  On  December  21  Nathan  North  informed  this  Department  that 
the  defendant  had  paid  in  full  the  amount  claimed.  Therefore,  on  January  27, 
1939,  the  case  was  dismissed. 

Docket  No.  1172. — In  re  Farmers  Poultry  &  Egg  Market,  Chicago,  111.  The 
Acting  Secretary  of  Agriculture  on  November  17,  1938,  ordered  that  a  hearing  be 
held  to  allow  applicant  an  opportunity  to  show  cause  why  its  application  for  a 
license  to  buy,  sell,  and  handle  live  poultry  under  title  V  of  the  Packers  and 
Stockyards  Act  should  not  be  denied.  Since  the  application  for  a  license  was  filed 
applicant  has  discontinued  handling  poultry  and  has  closed  its  place  of  business. 
Therefore,  on  January  14,  1939,  the  case  was  dismissed.
